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by deleting all language after the enacting clause and substituting: 

 SECTION 1.  Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 68-10-104(c), is amended by 

deleting: 

The following healthcare officers and providers licensed in this state may examine, 

diagnose, and treat minors infected with STDs without the knowledge or consent of the 

parents of the minors, and shall incur no civil or criminal liability in connection with the 

examination, diagnosis, or treatment, except for negligence: 

and substituting: 

The following healthcare officers and providers licensed in this state may examine, 

diagnose, or treat a minor infected with STDs, or provide consultation, examination, 

diagnosis, or treatment to a minor to prevent STDs, without the knowledge or consent of 

the parents or legal guardians of the minor, and incur no civil or criminal liability in 

connection with the consultation, examination, diagnosis, or treatment, except for 

negligence: 

 SECTION 2.  This act takes effect upon becoming a law, the public welfare requiring it, 

and applies to consultations, examinations, diagnoses, or treatments occurring on or after the 

effective date of this act.
